AT half paft nine in the evening of the 1 8th of Augnfl:, I 
faw the meteor %¥hich has been obferved in fo many 
different places. ; . . ^ 

Its fize appeared to be about one third of the moon*s dlame^ 
teri and it moved from the north with an equable velocity^ at 
an elevation of ten or tweke degrees, and in a line parallel to 
the horizon. 

It was viEbie during ten or fifteen leconds, and feemed to be 
of a parabolic figure, with a luminous tail, twenty or fi?e and 
twenty of its diameters in length. 

^ It exhibited the mofl: vivid colours ; the foremoft part being 
of the brightefl: blue^ folfo wed by different fhades of red. 
Twice during its light it "was eclipfed or extinguiflied, not 
gradually, but at once, immerging and emerging with undi- 
miniihed luftre. 

I fhall not venture to trouble you with any conjeftures upon 
the nature of this phaenomenon, as it is probable, that the 
fubje£t has been fully difcufled long before this time by your 
friends in London.
